FORCES AL SMITH 


New York Candidate for ' 
Democratic Nomination 
Now Busily Engaged in: 
Political Conferences. 

BY RODNEY F. DUTCHER. 

New York, April 29.—Advisers and 
friends of Governor Al Smith are 
moving rapidly in an attempted politi- 
cal coup which they hope not only 
will minimize any danger to his presi- 
dential boom presented by the death 
of Charles F. Murphy, but also will 
the occasion of the 
chiefs passing productive 
Smith strength. 

A fortnight Smith, 
the democratic state convention which 
had just indorsed him 
for the presidential nomination, an-
